The Red Cross tornado relief and 
rehabilitation tund, raised in 8st. 
Louis without outside solicitation, 
yesterday reached $790,000. It is 
expected to pass $500,000 tomor- 
row, and the Red Cross officials do 
not intend to make further solici- 
tation. 

Moving of families out of the 
tornado area is expected to be com- 
pleted today. 
of the way, the. 
tion can be taken up. ‘This will 
be the work of months, and will be 
carried on by a trained personnel 
of social service workers, under su- 
pervision of the St. Louis Red Cross 
Chapter. ‘These workers, as has 
been told, are paid by the regular 
funds of organizations, most of 
them supported by the Community 
und. All the money given for re- 
lief and rehabilitation will go di- 
rectly for those purposes. 

Emergency Dormitory Closed. 

With the problem of shelter 
largely solved, the emergency dorm- 
itory at St. Louis University gym- 
nasium was closed yesterday. Be- 
cause Of difficulty in finding new 
homes for Negro families, some 
Negroes are still sheltered in Poro 
College and in churches. 

The food supply depot at Moolah 
Temple is still in operation. Food 
prepared there is sent to Poro Col- 
iege and other relief centers. The 
moving service station at Page 
boulevard and Whittier street has 
been clesed, 

The work of sorting clothing will 
be transferred from the receiving 
depot at 913 Pine street to the de- 
pot at Broadway and Franklin ave- 
nue. Clothing will be received only 
at the Pine street place hereafter. 
There is a demand for overcoats. 
On other garments, a surplus may 
remain, which will be sent by the 
Red Cross to flood sufferers in the 
South.

Managers Expect Business 
In Movie Theaters to Get 
Back to Normal Quickly 


Effort Being Made to Help First Run Houses 
Here—St. Louis Led All But Two Cities 
In Theater Building Last Year. 


palaces to get back to normal this week. The cyclone wrecked 

the box office reports for the first few days after the big storm 
and during the past week there were no offerings on the screen 
calculated to make the show goers forget their misery. Now, how- 
ever, the ballyhoo men are starting in to whoop things up again and 
everything is going full blast. The Congress is the only one of 
the smaller neighborhood theaters which has not reopened. Whether 
this house, on Olive, near Sarah, will be rebuilt remains to be seen, 
It was close enough to the Grand avenue district to keep a few cus- 
tomers away from the first run houses nightly and it may be allowed 
to fade out of the picture. 


Taking the West End Lyric out of the first run field has 
undoubtedly helped the larger houses to some extent just as the 
closing of the Grand Central has done. The plans for reopening that 
house are still very much in the air but it is reasonably certain that 
it will have some form of picture entertainment to offer before long 
even if the present deal for Warner Brothers’ films with the Vita- 
phone falls through. 

All plans for the future of the local picture houses are taking 
into consideration the new Fox Theater with its added competition 
to an already overcrowded field. ‘There are no other big theaters 
being suggested for St. Louis now and, in fact, theater building all 
over the country, which fell off last year, has taken a decided addl- 
tional slump. 


Te movie magnates are expecting business in the local cinema 


dustry in 1926, it is shown by figures compiled by the Bureau 

of Labor statistics of the Department of Labor. Data on build- 
ing permits collected by the bureau shows that last year in 294 cities 
there were 967 amusement and recreation places built at a cost of 
$135,640,162, while in 1925 in 272 cities there were 1047 houses 
erected at a cost of $116,283,961. St. Louis stood third of all the 
cities in theater building last year. 

While the Government makes no distinction in the types of 
amusement buildings erected, motion picture theaters represent a 
minimum figure of 50 per cent. Some architects believe 75 per cent 
is a reasonable percentage. 

According to the bureau’s figures, building permits were issied 
for 161 new amusement places in New York City, to cost $41,250,900. 
In 1925, there were 166 places constructed at a cost of $33,044,267. 
Los Angeles reported 45 places at a cost of $4,272,845, and in 1925 
there were 61 costing $7,902,639. St. Louis foiiowed with 41 plates 
costing $707,850, the 1925 report showing 61 costing $3,247,680. 
Thirty-two new places in Chicago cost $13,960,500, as compared with 
37 costing $12,728,500 in 1925. Philadelphia reported 18 houses 
costing Nama arch against 19 costing $3,345,000 in 19265.

Forty Miles of Paving 40-Feet 
Wide to Run From Kan- 
kakee to Chicago,

KANKAKEE, IIL, Oct. 8. — Tilt- 


nois’ first superhighway is under 
construction. It is Route 49 of the 
State bond issue, and will extend 
from Kankakee to Chicago. H, B.

Starting at the city limits here, 
the road will extend 40 miles north, 
via Bradley and Matteson, to the 
suburbs of Chicago.

turer across the sea. 


Men who cross the seas in ships 
believe that men who cross it by 
plane must listen to them. Cen- 
turies of adventure and toil have 
produced certain rules of the sea 
road—rules they insist, must be 
obeyed even by the plane. 

Two instruments have been de- 
vised through centuries of 
struggle to know the sea—the 
sextant and compass. Man is now 
adding a third—radio. Many sea 
captains believe that it is dis- 
regard of these devices that has 
caused more than half the disas- 
ters to planes lost this year in at- 
tempting trans-oceanic flights. 

While a committee, recently ap- 
pointed by President Coolidge is 
seeking to find out whether or not 
such flights should be regulated 
—and by what means—a few sea 
captains have made suggestions, 

Capt. David W. Bone, master of 
the Anchor liner Transylvania, 
with his ship has dealt more with 
trans-Atlantic flyers than any 
other seafarer. First, Chamberlin 
soared overhead in the Bellanca 
monoplane Columbia off Land’s 
End—a point far off the plane’s 
projected course. A_ correction 
was made from the ship below. 

Then, Commander Byrd with 
his three companions overhead in 
the America, threw radio down 
through an enveloping fog to get 
their position from Capt. Bone. 
Concerning this, Byrd later told a 
friend: “It is difficult to imagine 
the relief and satisfaction one 
‘gets, surrounded by thousands of 
miles of water, two miles up in 
the air In a thick fog, to suddenly 
be told where you are.” 

And, still more recently, Capt. 
Bone took the Transylvania into 
port after the sad, futile search 
for the survivors of Old Glory. 
Fourteen hours were spent by him 
and his crew searching for a tiny 
speck on thousands of square 
miles of gray, dreary waters. 

“If we only knew their posi- 
tion,” he said at the time, “if 
they could have given it to us 
within 10 miles—we could have 
saved them.” 

A halting message, amateur- 
ishly sent,—*"Five hours east of 
Newfoundland” —was the only 
clew to where Old Glory had 
fallen. This, Capt. Bone insisted, 
meant but little. He had to guess 
what part of Newfoundland they 
were east of—on what course— 
and what speed, or speeds, the 
plane might have made during 
these hours. Then he was forced 
to lose precious time zigzagging 
to cover several places they 
might have been. 

These experiences have led him 
to one conclusion—that the ocean 
flyer must depend upon the ocean- 
going ship. 

Drift Hardest to Estimate. 

“The greatest difficulty in a 
plane,” Capt. Bone said, basing 
his remarks on several discussions 
with aviators, ‘‘is to estimate the 
drift. Over land this may be done 
and sometimes at sea by dropping 
flares and seeing which way they 
are carried. But, during a fog, 
there is no means of estimating, 
and the plane may drift 45 de- 
grees off her course without 
knowing it. 

“So, to a great degree, they are 
dependent upon what people tell 
them”’—a dependency which he 
believes will continue if airplanes 
expect to cross with any degree of 
regulr-**y. 

Therefore, for all future at- 
tempts, he believes airplanes 
should have a com naviga- 
tor on board, but, more important 
than that:

Dead Reckoning. - ; 

Very frequently on the ais 
Atlantic, fog obscures the sun.and 
stars for days. Then ships are 
forced to resort to dead- reckon. 
ing. A compass gives direction 
and the speed of the vessel is 
either estimated from the log or 
the revolutions of the ship’s en- 
ginés, But, in this form of reck- 
oning, most important of all is 
the estimate of drift, tides and 
wind. | 
From the bridge of a steamer, 
drift, tide and wind can be esti- 
mated by experienced seamen, 
although no instruments aid much 
in this estimate. 

From the tiny cockpit of an air- 
plane, speeding at 100 miles an 
hour, it is almost impossible to 
gauge the force and effect of a 
light breeze, .unléss,.Capt. Bone 
pointed out, they are able to get 
below the fog and get a partial 
estimate from the surface. ripples 
on the water.

TRE DISAPPEARING INSTITUTION OF 


HUMAN SLAVERY. 

From the Boston Transcript. 

T MAY be a surprise to many peeple to 

learn, from a London cablegram. that by 
a newly adopted ordinance slavery is to be 
abolished in the British protectorate of Si- 
erra Leone. Most people had supposed that 
there were no longer any slaves within 
sound of the British drum beat. This is 
true, and has long been true, of the British 
colonies proper. But there is a colony of 
Sierra Leone, and@ alsé a Sierra Leone pro- 
tectorate, separately administered. extending 
far back into the hinterland. Within this 
protectorate Mohammedan local rulers bear 
at least a partial sway, and in most Mo- 
hammedan ltands—even in Turkey—slavery 
Still exists. It prevails today in many parts 
of mandated Africa. It prevails in Moroc- 
co, and very generally in the Soudan. Fu- 
rope, indeed, through its various agencies 
and representatives, assumes to prevent the 
Slave trade, but that trade stil! lingers.

Leone. Soon after, the British Government 
began sending to Sierra Leone the Negroes 
taken on captured slave ships. In this man- 
ner a black population grew up which was 
derived not only from almost all parts of 
Africa but from America as well. Sierra 
Leone, as a home for the freed Negro race, 
was really a precursor of Liberia. The race 
has thriven there; it has advanced in civi- 
lization and general development. The col- 
ony is a credit to the empire and to British 
civilization, and its progress is a pledge of 
hope for black Africa. 

Even in Mohammedan countries the 
Stitution of slavery languishes, and tends 
to disappear. How the world has changed 
in respect we may realize when we 
reMect that many men and women are liv- 
ing today who were born in slavery in the 
‘nited States, and subject to be bought and 
sold like cattle—that 70 years ago a new- 
born black baby was worth a hundred dol- 
lars to his Virginian owner. Slavery was 
an institution that carried in its own veins 
the seeds of its destruction, and it is un- 
likely that another generation will find it

Pauperism and a 


Veneer of Riches. 

FTER all, the crux of Mexico's 

perplexities at home and 

abroad is not far to seek. In 
the ultimate reckoning, suae 
quisque faber fortunae. If Ber- 
nard Shaw is right, and the greatest 
of crimes be poverty, then Mexico 
is guilty of living in an abject state 
of criminality. Notwithstanding 
much outer show of well-being— 
beautiful streets and parks and 
houses and gardens, a wealth of 
sculpture and decoration every- 
where, exquisite jewelry and wear- 
ing apparel in the shop windows, a 
Superabundance of automobiles, 
not to forget many cafes and res- 
taurants of Parisian and Viennese 
quality, with exquisite cookery and 
service, the crowded Toreos, opera, 
theaters, cinemas, the Sunday 
corso in Chapultepec Park, the 
cabarets—notwithstanding these 
and other manifestations of pros- 
perity, it is impossible for the vis- 
itor to forget for one moment that, 
taken in the gross, Mexico is a land 
of paupers. Not merely of numer- 
Ous paupers; a goodly majority of 
the population, putting it still con- 
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of abysmal poverty. So ubiquitous 
and so conclusive is the evidence of 
pauperism with its depressing con- 
comitants that an embargo has 
been put on the exportation of 
films or photographs revealing the 
wretched condition of the poor. 
The precaution, futile though it 
betokens a laudable na- 
tional self-respect. The poor peo- 
ple of Mexico surely merit a 
worthiecr reputation than is com- 
monly associated with their pitiful 
state. They have been unjustly 
described as lazy, swinish, brutal, 
filthy, and drunken, when, as a 
matter of fact, they are to an ex- 
traordinary degree industrious, de- 
cent, frugal, patient and genial. 
Apart from the beggars who swarm 
about streets and churches, the 
poor people of Mexico are the 
cleanest-looking unfortunates in 
the world. In their apparel, cheap 
and patchy though it is, they be- 
tray an indefeasible artistic taste. 
Their carriage is superb and their 
teeth are beautiful. Where run- 
ning water is at all accessible they 
love to wash thelr clothes and 
bathe their bodies. Nay, even in 
the slums, where water is scarce, 
they can contrive not to look 
grimy, as there is no smoke or soot 
i Mexico City. In their native 
regard for decency and physiolog- 
ical modesty they excel all Euro- 
peans. The entire absence of pub- 
lic obscenity of any sort is a grat- 
ifying relief from Parisian memo- 
ries. Invariably they are civil, 
sw et-voiced, obliging and gracious. 
Most umazing of all, considering 
their lack of schooling, is their 
correct ang even elegant Spanish, 
in striking contrast with the mur- 
derous treatment of the vernacular 
even by collegians in this country.

Observations indicate, Dr. 
Morton says, that there was a 
sequence of two stages in the 
development of the human foot: 


1. An early stage when the 
leverage axis was moved toward 
the inner side of the foot with 
the development of the _ tree- 
grasping function. 

2. A subsequent stage when 
the inner border became _ en- 


jlarged in connection with the 


ground-living habits. It was 
also during this latter period 
that the toes became shortened 
and the earlier grasping func- 
tion of the foot was gradually 
lost. 

Study of the fossil bones of 
the Neanderthal man, one of the 
earliest human ancestors yet to be dis- 
covered, convinces Dr. Morton that 
the Neanderthal foot was ‘‘in all ma- 
jor respects essentially human in its 
model,’’ despite certain characteris- 
tics of the foot of the anthropoid ape. 

Summing up other points of evi- 
dence concerning man’s existence in 
the trees, Dr. Morton cites the ratio 
of arm to body, which ‘gives unmis- 
takable testimony of a 
long interval of arboreal 
existence during the 
course of pre-human an- 
cestry.”’ 

Analysis of man’s body 
posture ‘‘definitely proves 
that the human method of 
vertical support by the 
legs’ is a modification of 
earlier habits of suspen- 
sion by the arms such as 
we observe in apes,” Dr. 
Morton adds. 

“It is also pertinent to 
observe that Ateles, the 
American spider monkey, 
commonly uses a gro- 
tesque erect manner of 
locomotion when on the 
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ground, somewhat like that of the 
gibbon (the anthropoid ape most 
closely related to man). This corre- 
lation of a high arm-body ratio with 
arboreal habits and with terrestrial 
bipedism (walking erect on two feet) 
is extremely significant.”’ 

Dr. Morton makes three main points 
in his contention that man derived his 
foot from the higher apes: 
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1. The human foot has pre- 
served the muscles designed for 
the purpose of grasping to a de- 
gree far beyond what has ever 
been attained by a foot with a 
nongfasping hallux (big toe). 

2. The modern human foot has 
retained a recognizable degree of 
the bony structure which distin- 
guishes the type of grasp used

in the foot from the hand- 
grasp. 

3. The primitive char- 
acteristics of the Neander- 
thal foot point toward a 
grasping anthropoid type. 


It is well nigh impossible to 
trace man’s ancestry by means 
of the size of the skulls of fos- 
sils, Dr. Morton points out, be- 
cause the skull increased in 
size very rapidly over a com- 
paratively short period of time. 
Thus, as far back as the Plio- 
cene era, many hundreds of 
thousands of years ago, there 
would be nothing to distin- 
guish the skull size of a possi- 
ble human ancestor from that 
of un ape. The foot will be 
the revealing clew when future 
fossils are discovered, Dr. Mor- 

ton says. 

“In so far as my own studies would 
enable me to judge I indorse Wood 
Jones’ statement,” he writes, ‘‘to the 
effect that, ‘If missing links are to be 
traced with complete success, the foot, 
far more than the skull or the teeth 
or the shins, will mark them as mon- 
key OF as man.’ ”’ 

He quotes another authority, Sir 
Arthur Keith, the noted 
English anthropologist, 
as follows: 

“The foot was evolved 
before the brain, for in 
Pithecanth ropus—- 
belonging to a very late 
Pliocene or very early 
Pleistocene date — the 
brain is little more than 
half the size of the hu- 
man brain.” 

It is the. theory of 
leading anthropologists 
that the development of 
the foot enabled the brain 
to develop. When: those 
earliest ancestors of man 
moved about in the trees 
it was constantly neces- 


Sary to think to prevent falling. But 
when they came down out of the trees 
and the foot developed, walking soon 
became an automatic function. It 
was no longer necessary to think about 
it, and consequently man could use al! 
his mental energy in the co-ordination 
of hand and brain. 

“The combination of these circum- 
stances,’’ Dr. Morton says, ‘‘created a 
new psychic era, furnishing opportun- 
ity for the development of a new and 
more advanced phase of animal cere- 
bration (mental activity) under en- 
tirely unprecedented and most favor: 
able conditions. Upon this basis I 
would regard the enlargement of the 
brain in the ancestors of mankind as 
a manifestation of this new psycho- 
logical development and as secondary 
to terrestrial bipedism (walking erect 
on the ground), by which these ausp!- 
cious conditions became actually 
established.”’ 

Drawing further comparisons be- 
tween ape and man, Dr. Morton says: 

‘“‘Man's arm-body ratio indicates a 
similar arboreal development, but one 
which was carried only about half as 
far as in the case of the apes.”” The 
powerful development of man’s legs 
when compared with his arms inali- 
cates that the date at which he first 
began to walk erect is very, very 
ancient. But the underlying and more 
or less hidden characteristics, indicat- 
ing a previous life in the trees, togeth- 
er with other evidence, tend to estab- 
lish a mutual ancestry for man and 
ape at a.very dim and distant time in 
the past. 

Dr. Morton sums up his final con- 
clusion as follows: 


re4 . CCORDING to the present in- 


terpretation, the grosser ana- 

tomical characteristics of 
mankind were acquired long before 
human psychological qualifications had 
been attained. The entire expanse of 
the Pligpcene period was apparentiy 
necessary in order to bridge the gap 
between anima! behavior and the grad- 
ual dawning of human intelligence. 

“If mental development is to be the 
criterion for the zoological classifica- 
tion of ‘Homo’ (man), then it is doubt- 
ful if we shall bestow that title upon 
any individual or group who existed 
before the close of the Pfiocene, and 
all of man’s earlier forbears must be 
regarded as erect ground apes or, at 
best, terrestrial man-apes. In that 
case, human origin may literally 
. * * be said to have occurred 
with the opening of the Pleistocene 
period. 

“From a zoological point of view 
‘human origin’ required an exceeding- 
ly long and protracted era of time; 
which is not to be confused with the 
hypothetical point of derivation. The 
course of human evolution was evi- 
dently characterized by progressive 
adaptations for terrestrial bipedism, 
showing first in the feet and gradual- 
ly extending upward to involve the 
entire body frame. 

“The associated freeing of the arms 
from the function of locomotion creat- 
ed a new phase in mental cerebration; 
in its subsequent development, animal 
behavior became gradually amplified 
by reason and intelligence. The de- 
velopment of the major characteristics 
of the human body form and stature, 
however, preceded the humanoid ex- 
pansion of the cranium and brain and 
the ultimate refinement of facial char- 
acteristics.”’ 


R. MORTON’S summary of the 
[newer discoveries is seen by aci- 

entists as only one more piece of 
evidence in proof of Darwin's theory of 
evolution, advanced 55 years ago in 
his “Descent of Man,” that started a 
dispute that has raged ever since. 

In his presidential address before 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Sir Arthur Keith 
expressed the view of scientists the 
world over. 

“All the evidence now at our dis- 
posal,’ he said, “supports the conclu- 
sion that man has arisen from an ap- 
thropoid ape not higher in the zoolog- 
ical scale than the chimpanzee, and 
that the date at which human‘and an- 
thropoid lines of descent began to di- 
verge lies near the beginning of the 
Miocene period. On our modest scale 
of reckoning that gives man the re- 
spectable antiquity of about 1,000,000 
years. 

“Was Darwin right,’ Sir Arthur 
asked, ‘‘when he said that man, under 
biological forces which can be observed 
and measured, ha@S been raised from a 
place among the anthropoid apes to 
that which he now occupies? The an- 
swer is Yes, and in returning the ver- 
dict I speak but as the foreman of the 
jury—a jury which has been impan- 
eled from men who have devoted a 
lifetime to weighing the evidence. 

“The evidence of man’s evolution 
from an ape-like being, obtained from 
a study of fossil remains, is definite 
and irrefutable, but the process has 
been infinitely more complex than was 
suspected in Darwin's time.”

pers before these children become of 

age. Having come to this country as 

a small child with his parents from 

Switzerland: having grown up as an 

American boy, and having known no 

land but that of his adoption, he be- 

lieved all requirements had been ful- 

filled: The fact that his father did not 

take out naturalization papers until 

after Arnold had passed the age of 21 

seemed too trivial to have a bearing 

on such an important thing as citizen- 

ship of a man who had grown up a 
loyal and patriotic American. 


But that trivial circumstance was to 
have a bearing and a most vital one. 
In later years, after Arnold Chard had 
become an old man, it was to bring 
tragedy upon a happy family. Until 
he was 62, the idea that he was not 
really an American at all never 
dawned upon this Nebraskan farmer. 
He married, reared a family of four 
children, sent two sons to war to fight 
for the United States, voted regularly 
and conscientiously and in all re- 
spects was a good citizen. Everybody 
vho knew him said so. Of course those 
‘hings didn’t count with the Govern- 
ment. The letter of the law hadn't 
been complied with. So when Chard 
and his wife tried to come home after 
a visit to Europe last year they found 
‘he way barred. They found they were 
aliens. Then, after they had finally 
gained permission to enter their home 
land as ‘‘guests,”’ they found them- 
selves threatened with deportation. 


The grief and bitterness were more 
than Chard could bear. Arnold Chard 
an alien! He who had lived his life 
in America and given ‘two sons to the 
American army! Shut out from his 
own farm and his own people’ A 
man without a country! 


It worried him so much that he 
killed himself the other day. Stealing 
out behind the barn, he saturated his 
clothing with gasoline and applied a 
lighted match. Fatally burned before 
his wife could extinguish the flames, 
he died a few hours later. He was 
buried in a little hillside cemetery 
overlooking his farm 


dy, the immigration inspector in 

the Omaha office quickly lifted 
the deportation threat still hanging 
over Mrs. Chard and paroled her to 
one of her sons. For she was an ali- 
en, too. Born in France, she had 
come to the United States in child- 
hood as her husband had.

As long as she re- 
mains in this country and does not 
seek official citizenship, the immigra- 
tion office points out, she will not be 
molested, However, if she files appli- 
cation for naturalization now she 
will be sent back to. her. native 
France, there to await her turn in the 
quota admitted from France. 

Arnold Chard and his wife worked 
hard and became well-to-do in their 
years here tcgether.

mother finally remembered with a

cided to take six months off after 
their many, years’ of hard work on 
the farm and visit their birthplaces in 
France and Switzerland 

Mr. and Mrs. Chard applied for pas- 
sage and got their credentials with- 
Out question. Indeed, nobody had ever 
Questioned their citizenship during all 
the years they had been living in Ne- 
braska and voting. They never had en- 
tertained a doubt about it themselves. 

They had a great time in Europe 
They toured over all the western part 
of the continent, visiting Chard's 
birthplace in Switzerland and then 
Mrs. Chard's childhood home in 
France. When their six months’ vaca- 
tion was over they had had enough of 
Europe and were eager to get back 
home. They started on their way, hap- 
py in the prospect of sighting soon the 
Statue of Liberty and, a little later. 
the green forests and corn fields of 
the Missouri Valley. 

All went well on their return trip 
until they reached Ellis Island. Then 
came a bolt from the blue. The immi- 
gration officials looked over their 
passports and advised them they 
could not enter. 

And why couldn't they enter, they 
asked? 

Because, they were told, their cre- 
dentials showed they were not citizens 
of the United States. It was a shock to 
them. It was hard for them to under- 
stand, but at last they were con- 
vinced. It all meant they had to go 
back to their native lands, France and 
Switzerland, and wait until new 
quotas should be admitted from those 
countries, the quotas from both being 
filled at present. 

Here , for the first time in their 
lives, they were alone among stran- 
gers. They would be alone among 
strangers in their native lands. Only 
in America, the country now denying 
them admittance, could they hope to 
find friends. 

The question of what to do was a 
poser. Their children at home were 
expecting them in a short time. but 
how were they to get there? They had 
never traveled much and did not know 
how to argue with the officials or

After that, however, they were to go 
back to Europe and enter through the 
regular legal channels. 

Oppressed by the thought that he 
was only a “‘guest’’ in his own home 
and really a man without a country, 
Chard began to worry and brood. A 
look of pain and disappointment ap- 
peared upon his face. His‘ old-time 
jolly humor was gone. He began to 
fail both mentally and physically. He 
would talk of nothing but how he 
would hate to go back to Europe. 
Then he would grieve over the injus- 
tice he felt had been done to him. He 
rapidly became a changed man. All 
his acquaintances commented among 
themselves on how he had aged. 

As his depression continued, the 
family began to feat that he would 
end his life and he was watched close- 
ly. During the summer, attempts were 
made to have Chard and his wife take 
out naturalization papers without go- 
ing back to Europe. This move failed. 
State officials advised them the only 
way they could become naturalized 
was to return to Europe and enter in 
the regular way. However, the offi- 
cials hinted they would not force the 
couple to return providing they did 
not try to become naturalized. 


This seemed to relieve Chard's 
mind considerably and for awhile he 
showed evidence of returning to his 
former cheerful mien. His crops were 
unusually good this year and he talked 
of a long vacation in California. Pos- 
sibly he and Mrs. Chard would retire 
out there as soon as this naturaliza- 
tion trouble was over. 


NE night early in August the 
family was awakened by Chard 


walking about the house. He 
was found with a gun in his hand 
but refused to explain why he was 
up or why he had the gun. Fears for 
his safety were revived. 

Then a short time later, Mrs. Chard 
happened to be looking out of a win- 
dow when she saw her husband come 
in from the field, go to a tool box, 
take out a hammer and go to the 
barn. There was nothing suspicious 
about this movement except the fact 
that it was an unusual time of day 
for him to come in from the fields 
Being watchful anyway, she followed 
him to the barn to investigate. She 
found him on-the ground, unconscious 
from an ugly wound on the head.
